The  big  news  of  the  year  was  the  building  of  a  fine 
new  area  and  refurbishing  of  the  stacks  by  Paul  Collins. 
This  work  was  authorized  by  the  Selectmen  and  welcomed 
by  the  Librarian  and  Trustees  so  that  each  would  have 
separate  quarters.  The  additional  shelving  provides  for 
better  display  of  books.  The  Librarian  and  Mrs.  Rachel 
Sanborn,  State  Library  Consultant,  weeded  the  entire  col- 
lection removing  obsolete  and  worn  out  materials.  Ninety 
books  were  purchased.  We  wish  to  thank  those  who  do- 
nated 73  books.  Widi  the  $100.  00  State  Grant  a  selection 
of  reference  books  was  made.  During  Childrens'  Book 
Week  the  Librarian  spoke  at  the  Elementary  School.  We 
are  working  towards  State  Library  certification  in  the  fol- 
lowing ways:  increased  hours  to  3-1/2  per  week,  the  Li- 
brarian took  three  Public  Library  Techniques  courses,
